The next blow was Prince Edward Is- 
land, which reduced a Conservative 
majority of twenty-six to four. That 
cleclion tovk place in September, 
1915. and was enough to hold the 
Borden Government for that year. 

The year 1916 was a horrible one 
for the Morden Covernment—It got 
three Wallops in” rapid succession. 
Quebce had a gencral election whiea 
increased its Liberal majority in the

VICTORY IN EGYPT.

Battle of Rafa Was Onc of the Fin- 
est Achievements of the War, and 
Boldness of the British Attack 
Enabled Them to Overwhelm 
Turks and Germans. * 
t 
' 


N a very interesting article on the 
Rafa vic‘ory in Egypt, which he 
describes as unquestionably one 
of the finest achievements in 

Egypt during. the war, Mr. 3, T. 
Massey, the British expert, describes 
how, by a swift 30-mile cross- 
country night march, the mounted 
troops got within striking distance 
while the Turks still slept. The 
Doldness of their attack on thé 
elaborate system of defenses enabled 
them, at the end of an all-day battle, 
absolutely to overwhelm the Turks 
‘ and Germans, whose hopes were for- 
tified by the knowledge that they had 
large reinforcements within three 


miles of Rafa, and who fought with 
= to stave off defeat until 


suceér arrived. 
closing in, by a supreme effort, Mr. 
Massey said, our force occupied the 
trenches, and, as the enemy was 
completely surrounded, surrender 
was inevitable. Two relief columns, 
amounting to about 3,000 infantry, 
were driven back to their bases. 

The fight, though taking place 
under the new conditions of warfare, 
more nearly resembled the battles of 
# generation ago than anything hith- 
erto seen In this war. Many phases 
of the action could be witnessed 
from.one spot. There were cases of 
mounted men galloping into action 
within a comparatively sbort rifle 
range. 

| The artillery- had targets which 
could be seen over the gun sights. 
‘The fighting was watched by many 
Bedouins, some of whom actually 
tended their herds between our firing 
Mne and the enemy trenches, either 
ignorant of their peril or submitting 
their fate to Allah. There was fresh- 
ness of scene for our troops, whose 
eyes have been so long used to the 
desert glare. They welcomed the 
rolling green cultivated country 
round Rafa. 

While the Rafa garrison were en- 
tirely surprised by our appearance, 
they were not unprepared. ~ Since 
Magdhaba was captured the Turks 

i had rapidly intrenched the strong 
‘natural position of El Magruntain, 
{two miles south-west of the town. 
There were several lines of entrench- 
ments, six redoubts, and many rifle 
| There were some trenches east of the 
town, but the defence rested mainly 
on El Magruntain. At sunset the 
Eighth Australian and New Zealand 
Mounted Division, the  Imperlal 
Camel Corps, the Yeomanry, the Ter- 
ritorial Horse batteries, and a moun- 
fair. battery of artillery marched 
eastward, the horsemen taking. the 
cross-country route, and the guns 
and other wheeled traflic moving on 
a brushwood road made by Turks, 
which made good going. For about 
ten miles of the distance the road 
consisted of soft sand, then the 
[ground became harder, and the 
progress made was so food that a 
halt was called for 2 couple of hours 
during the night. The New Zealand- 
ers made an enveloping movement to 
attack the town from the east, and 
the Australian Light Horse moved 
on Rafa from the south-east and the 
Camel Corps from the south, 

The atiack bexan an hour Inter. 
The New Zealanders moved very 
quickly over “the grassy ridves direct 
on Rafa, which, deing lishtly held, 
was immediately taken. Some ‘Turk- 
ish soldiers and a number of camel 
men making for Khan Yunus, to the 
north-east, were captured. One New 

| Zealand regiment wax spnt well east 
/to protect our flank and watch the 
| enemy movemants, which after 
events proved to be a very wise pre- 
caution. The rapid taking of the 
town was a Valuable part of the 
iday’s work, as it enabled the New 
, Zealanders to get behind the enemy 
; position and trouble him sorely dur- 
_ing the remainder of the day, 

| The Territorial Artillery pushed 
forward most gallanUy into positiqns 
unavoidably exposed to the enemy's 
mountain guns, which heavily shell- 
,ed them and our advancing dis- 
| mounted troops. The Battery 
| likewise displayed spl:ndid coolness 
j and courage, frequently taking their 
'lHght guns abreast of the camelry 
firing line. 

During the morning acroplanes 
reported that the eremy were leaving 
| the. western works in considerable 
, Bumbers to reinforce the southern 
! positions. The Yeomanry were or- 

dered to attack from the west, and 
at the same time the Anzacs and the 
feameiry reinforced their lines, The 
large bodies of tight horse and yeo- 
;manry, galloping [nto actlon, pro- 
jsented a muagnificent and stirring 
* spectacle, while the camel corps 
- moved steadily upto extreme rifle 
range, dismounted, and made a 
model infantry attack. Progress, 
however, was slow, because the 
| round was wbsolutely devoid of 
| cover. The Turks’ works were 
strongly held, their machine xuns, 
manned by German marksmen, being 
well hidden. At 3 o’clock the ——- 
Battery, supporting the yeomanry, 
,and artillery of the Anzac division, 
opened an intense bombardment, sil- 
encing two of the enemy's guns, The 
accuracy of the fire was evidenced 
by the state of the trenches later. 
The infantry advanced in rushes, 
often firing as they ran, but) tho 
volume of the Turkish fire was un- 
diminished. 

About this, time the .regiment 
watching on the east of Rafa report- 
ed that the relief force left Shellal, 
15 miles east of Rafa, when the at- 

jtack began. Patrols -qent down the 
Shellal road and the’ “Khan Yunus 
toad at half past four simultaneous- 
ly reported that two forces, estimat- 
ed at between 3,000 and 4,000;men, 
were advancing from both placcs. 
The Khan Yunus force was within 
three miles of Rafa.

Rich in Legend 
INOPE, one of the seaports of 
Asia Minor upon .which a 
Russian ficet descended re- 
~ -eently, with disastrous effect 
onthe Turkish ships in its harbor, 
unquestionably would be one of the 
‘most important trade centres of the 
Black Sea’s southern coast were it 
not that the forest-clad mouttains 
hem it about so closely as to make 
access to the fertile plateau of the 
interior mostgdifiicult. Unfortunately 
for this section of the Ottoman pos- 
sessions, the advantages of the two 
rival ports of Sinope and Samsun 
are not combined, for while the lat-

assassinated by his courtiers at a 
banquet. The murdered king’s’ son, 
Mithradates VI. “the Great,”” was 
born and reared here, and it was 
during his ascendancy that the sea- 
port reached Its highest degree of 
prosperity. This king built harbors 
on beth sides of the narrow 
isthmus on which the city is situat- 
ed, erected arsenals and constructed 
great reservoirs for the pelamys (a 
kind of tunny fish which was a luc- 
rative resource of the early Sino- 
Plans).

No account of Sinope would be 
complete without reference to the 
elty’s most famous native son, 
Diogencs the Cynic, who spent his 
days, lantern in hand, going about 
the streets of Athens in search of 
“an honest man,” and who, when 
asked by Alexander the Great if 
there were some boon the philosb- 
pher would like granted, replied:

Blooms at Midnight. 


There is a tradition In the Isle of 
Man that on Old Christmas or Epiph- 
any Eve, the myrrh blooms at mid- 
night; und there is some truth in the 
legend. The Myrrhis Odorata of the 
Isle of Man {s not the myrrh of the 
Magi, but a British wild plant, with 
fern-shaped leaves, minute white 
flowers, and a scent not unlike ani- 
seed, What the Manx countryfolk 
have taken for mid-winter blooms 
are really the curled tips of the 
sheathed leaf buds, white in appear- 
ance from belng still half buried in 
the sheltering earth. But it is a fact 
that these buds, if pulled open, will 
not only show a strong resemblance 
to a budding bloom, but also give out 
the plants’ pecullar scent. Of course, 
it is posalble that the myrrh of the 
Isle of Man occasionally flowers out 
of season, and legends have a way, 
with a little persuasion, of shedding 
their musty garments and stepping 
out delicious primitives, fresh as the 
dawn and dew.

EVOLUTION OF THE VEHICLE. 
—————— 

The Crude Carts Used In the Early 

Ages by the Romans Were Followed 


by Carrlagee—Then Came Covered 
Coaches With Doors and Windows. 


From the forked limb.of a tree to 
automobile has the evolution of 





rikisha of Janae The Romans first 


established the use of carriages as j 


private means of conreyance, and with 
them these vehicles attained a great 
Variety of form as weil as of orna- 
mentation. 

In all ages the employment of wheel. 
ed vehicles has depended largely upon 
the condition of tbe roada on which 
they were to be used, and the building 
of great highways, such as the Appian 
way by Claudfus in 313 B, C., as: well 
as many others, greatly facilitated the 
development of carriage traveling 
among the Romans. In Rome as well 
az in other large cities of the cmpire 
it became necessary to restrict travel 
fn carriages to ‘a few persons of high 
rank owing to the narrowness and 
crowded condition of the streets. For 
the same reason the tgansport of goods 
along the streets was forbidden be- 
tween sunrise and sunset. For long 
Journeys and to convey parties the 
“peda” and “carruca” appear to have 
been mostly used. 

During the empire the carriage which 
appears In pictorlal representations of 
public ceremonials is the “carpentum.” 


It is very light, with two wheels, some-, 


times covered and generally drawn by 
two horses, If a carriage was drawn 
by four horses they were yoked abreast 
among the Creeks and Romans, not in 
pairs, as now. From the Itoman “car- 
ruca” are traced the modern English 
name “carriage,” the French “car- 
Toase” and the Itallan “carrozza.” 

The “sirpea” was a very ancient form 
of vehicle, the body of which was of 
osier basketwork, It originated with 
»the Gauls, by whom it was named 
“benna,” and was employed by them 
for the conveyance of persons and 
goods in times of peace and baggage 
and supplies in time of war. 

On the introduction of the feudal sys- 
tem throughout Europe the use of car- 
tlages waa for some time prohibited as 
tending to render the vassals less fit 
for military service. Men of all grades 
and professions rode on horses or mules. 
10 orseback was the general mode of 
traveling, |and hence the members of 
the counc]l, “who at the diet and on 
other ocefsions were employed as am- 
‘ bassadors, were called “rittmelster.” 
In this manner also great lornis made 
thelr public entry into cities. 

Covered carriages were known in the 
beginning of the fifteenth century, but 
their use was confined to ladies of the 
first rank, and it was accounted a re- 
proach for men to ride.in them. For 
a long time they were forbidden even 
to women, but by the end of the fif- 
teenth ceatary “they were being em- 
ployed by kings and princes in long 
journeys and later on state occasions. 

The first time that ambassadora ap- 
peared In coaches on a public official 
occasion was at the Imperial commis 
sion held at Erfurt in 1613, Soon after 
this coaches became.common all over 
Germany, notwithstanding various or 
ders and admonitions to deter vassals 
from using them. 

Carriages seem to Lave been used. to 
some extent at quite an early period in 
France, for there Is still extant an 
ordinance of Philip tbe Falr, issucd In 
1204, by which citizens’ wives are pro- 
libited from using them. It appears, 
however, that about 1559 there were 
only three carringes in Parla—one be- 
longing to the queen, unothber to Diauu 
-of Poltiers and the third to Rene de 
Laval, a very fat nobleman who was 
unable to ride on horseback. 

The frst coach in England was 
made in 1565 for the Earl of Rutland 
by Walter Rippon, who also made a 
coach In 1656 for Queen Mary and in 
1564 a state conch for Queen Elizabeth. 
By the beginning of the seventcenth 
century the use of carriages and 
coacbes had become so prevalent In 
England that in 1001 the attention of 
Pparilament was drawn to the subject, 
and a bill “to festrain the excessive 
nse of coaches” wis Introduced, which, 
however, was rejected. 

In regard to carringe construction, it 
would scom that class windows or 
hinged and completed dooms were un- 
known prior to 1650. Public carriages 
for hire, or hackney coaches, were In- 
troduced into London in 1625 and rap- 
{diy grew in popularity. Notwithstand- 
ing the opposition of the king ane 
court, who thought they would ru 
the roads, they grew to number oe 
300 by 1650. In Paris they were in- 
troduced during the minority of Louls 
XIV, by Nicholas Sauvage, who iived 
in the Rue St. Martin at the slgu of 
St Macre, from which cirumstunce 
hackney carriages in Paris have since 
been called “flacres.” By 1604 there 
were over 700 of these conveyances tu

RS WAR —GERMAN VESSELS ARE 
oe SEIZED” *- ie eee 

WASHINGTON, April 6.—The United States today accept- 
ed Germany’s challenge to-war _and formally abandoned its}j 
place as the greatest neutral of a world in arms. i 

President Wilson-at 1.18 p.m. (Official time) today signed 
the resolution of congress declaring the existence of a state of 
war, and‘authorizing and directing the chief executive to gmploy 
all the resources of the nation to prosecute hostilities against 
the German government to a successful termination. 

- The act was done without ceremony and only in the pres- 
ence of members of the president’s family. Word was flashed 
iminediately to all army and navy stations and_to vessels at sea: 
and order for further precautionary steps, withheld until the 
last moment, were despatched. 

By proclamation the president announced the state of-war, 
called upon all citizens to’manifest their loyalty, and assured 
Germans in this country that they would be unmolested as long 
as they behaved themselves. Orders were issued soon afterward 
for the arrest of sixty ringleaders in German plots and intrigues 

Complete mobilization of the navy, calling all reserves and 
militia to the colors,.was ordered by Secretary Daniels as soon 
as the war resolution was signed. The war department already 
having taken virtually every step.contemplated before the rais- 
ing of a real war army fs authorized, waited on congress. 

The president went over all of the great preparatory meas- 
ures with the cabinet, discussing what had been accomplished, 
and dwelling, it is understood, upon arrangements for co-opera-! 
tion with the,entente allies against the common enemy. Plans 
for co-operation are said to have taken very. definite shape, al- 
though there will be no statement on the subject for the present 

The resolution passed congress by a vote of 373 to 50. Thir- 
ty-two Republicans, sixteen Democrats, one’ Socialist and one 
Prohibitionist voted in opposition. 

By the signing of the resolution the war which Germany

ern, or the eastern wall of Jerusalem 
is not stated in the earliest and most. 
authentic narratives. 

‘A tradition which was already cur- 
rent and accepted in the reigns of 
Constantine (A.D. 306-237) identi- 
fied a certain site which then lay 
within the walls, and has ever since 
been 2n intra-mural one, as the site 
of the rock-tomb in which the dead 
body of Jesus was laid after it had 
been taken down from the cross. An 
eye-witness of the Crucifixion Ieft it 
on record that the place where Jesus 
was buried.was not far from the 
place where He had suffered death. 
The identification of the place of 
burial, therefore, might serve as a 
guide to the place of crucifixion, the 
place called Golgotha, f.e:, “a skull.” 
As a matter of fact, the “discovery” 
of the Holy Sepulchre in A.D. 326 
was accompanied by that’of Gol- 
gotha, though the latter was less cer- 
tain than the former. 

At first sight it seems very strange 
that the exploration work under- 
taken at the order of the Emperor 
Constantine for the discovery of the 
Holy Tomb, should have been sct 
going,upon a aite lying within, not 
without, the city walls. The clersy 
and people of the church in Jeru- 
salem knew perfectly well that the 
crucifixion took place outside the 
dty, They knew cqually well that 
Arimathwan Joseph’s garden, with 
the rock tomb in it, must have lain 
outside the walls, for intra-mural 
sepulture was not practiced in Herod- 
jan Jerusalem. Sanitary reasons, if 
there were none other, placed tombs 
and cemeteries outskKe the walls of 
elties. Of all this the Christians of 
Jerusalem in A.D. 326 were as well 
aware as the best of Sunday school 
children or the koenest of rationalist 
eritics In this our day of scientific 
iMumination and religious progress. 
Nevertheless, they belleved, that the 
site of Jesus’ tomb lay within their 
city, For nearly two hundred years 
the knowledge of the locality had 
been preserved, or assisted to sur- 
vive, by a somewhat incongrous 
landmark, vis., a temple of Venus. 

This temple dated from the re- 
bailding of the city by the Emperor 
Hadrian, who changed the laying out 
of the new city, which explains why 
the tomb was inside Jerusalem after 
{t wes rebuilt Instead of outside. 

Local tradition could hardly fail to 
preserve the memory of “‘the place 
called the ‘Skull’ '* and Joseph’s Gar- 
den and rock-tomb to the year 6€, 
when the Christians fied from Jeru- 
ealem to Pella in the country'beyond 
Jordan. They returned, in all pro- 
bability, some five or slx years later. 
When they creturned, they found 
nearly the whole of Jerusalem 2 
mass of fire-hlackened ruins. Three 
landmarks, however, had been left. 
_ These were three yreat towers which 

Herod the Great had built on the 
northern brow of the western hill.

A number of longer plate 
girder bridges designed for lighter 
loadings may be found on the East- 
ern Bengal railway system. 


Rio Grande river, twenty-six miles 
west of San Jose, in Costa Rica. The 
base of the rails is 340 feet above the 
surface of the water and the main 
span of the arch is 448 feet 8% 
inches. There are six higher bridgee 
in the world, the highest one being 
the St. Gulstina viaduct, which 
crosses the Noce Schulcht in South- 
ern Tyrol at an clevation of 453 feet. 
This is a highway bridge, but the 
next one In order is a railway bridge 
known as the Fades yiaduct, which 
crosses the valley of the Sioule river, 
near Vaurlat, France. The base of 
the ralls {s nearly 435 fect above the 
bed of the stream. 

The widest bridge is In Chicago, 
where thirty-three tracks of the Erie 
railroad cross Fifty-first street. It 
is 433 feet wide. The widest higo- 
way bridge carries Main street’ ip 
Lockport, N.¥., over the Erie Canal. 
It is supported by twenty-seven three 
hinged arches and {s 270 feet wide. 
Both of these bridges have very 
short spans. The Cambridge bridge, 
at Boston, may be regarded as a re- 
presentative wide bridge. It ac- 
commodates four tracks, two high- 
ways, and two sidewalks, Its widtb 
{s 186 feet and the longest span is 
188% feet. 

The Tower Bridge jn London, 
bullt in 1894, has a span of 226 fcet 
6 inches, and fs the longest trunnion 
Mft bridge in the world. 

In Europe a number of ferry or 
transporter bridges have bden built 
in recent years. The cantilever and 
suspension principles, as well as the 
tinged arch, have been employed to 
support the track in different cases. 
The longest bridge of this class 
crosses the river Mersey, between 
Widnes and Runcorn, England, with 
a span of about 1,000 feet. 

The Forth cantilever bridge, {n> 
Scotland, still has the greatest span 
(1,710 feet) for that class, although 
the lll-fated Quebec bridge was de- 
signed for a span of 1,800 feet. 

The longest span for a stone arch 
is to be found in Plauen, in Saxony. 
It has a clear span of 295.3 fcet. 

The longest bridge, irrespective of 
the length of span or class of struc- 
ture, Is said to be the pile trestle 
bridge on the Louisville & Nashville 
railroad across Lake Pontchartrain, 
near New Orleans. It is about

Fighting Auto Thieves. 

A ship without a rudder {s help- 
less, and so is an automobile without 
a steering wheel. That seems to be 
the thought behind a new invention 
designed to prevent the stealing of 
automobiles left at the curb. . The 
new wheel is easily attachable and 
detachable, so that the owner can 
take it with him when he leaves his 
car. The wheel differs from the con- 
ventional construction in that it has 
a hub in which is a slot which ‘ts 
over a similar sized block rigidly se- 
cured to the upper end of the steer- 
ing post. The hub may be locked 
on the block in two different ways, 
according to whether the locking bar 
is integral with the wheel or with 
the block. In the first method a 
small bar is pivoted over a small pin! 
at the opposite side. In the second 
method a small bar is pivoted to the 
block at the centre. As the bar is 
revolved about its pivot notches pro- 
vided at the ends of the bar on op- 
posite sides fit over-pins on the hub. 
To prevent a thief from fitting a 
wheel of his own of the same type, } 
the hub Is provided with a socket! 
into which a pin in the bipck fits.

Passed, Pledging Full Use of Resoances in War Against 
Germany—Four Vessels Seized. ( 





HAVANA, April 8.—Assistant Secretary of State L. G. 
Patterson today handed passports to Dr. Frederik von Verdu- 
Vernoiss, the German minister. ‘The minister and hig party are 
expected to sail for Spain April 15. 

The affairs of the German legation will be looked after by 
the Spanish minister. 

Havana, April 8.—Cuba, not yet out of her ’teens as a re- 
public is at war with Germany—The first of the Latin-American 
countries to range herself alongside the United States and the 
entente allles, 3 as 

At 7.16 last night President Menocal affixed his signature 
tothe joint resolution passed unanimously late Saturday after- 
noon by both the senate and the house, without a dissenting 
voice being raised, thus putting into effect the declaration that 
a state of war exists between Cuba and the imperial German 
government. ! 

The joint committee appointed Friday by the senate and 
house agreed early yesterday afternoon upon the phraseology 
of the resolution to be presented, and the stage was set for quick 
action before either branch of congress convened. 

Following the reading of the joint resolution Representa- 
tive Alfredo Betancourt, speaking for the Conservatieves, made 
an impassioned speech In favor of its adoption. He-was  fre- 
‘quently interrupted by tremendous applause, the entiré house 
and galleries rising to their feet, cheering and clapping wildly. 
\ Jose M. Cortinia, addressed the house for the Liberal side, 
jin support of the resolution. 

Then, by a rising vote: the house unanimously adopted the 
resolution, which follows: ; 

TN Make Way on Germany 

“Article 1. Resolved, that from today a state of war is for- 
jmatly declared between the Republic of Cuba and the Imperial 
jGovernment of Germany, and the president of the republic is 
‘authorized and directed by this resolution to employ all — the 
‘forces of the nation and the resources of the government to 
make war against the Imperial German Government with — the 
object of maintaining our rights, guarding our territory and 
providing for our people, prevent any acts which may be at-

number of licenses for race tracks,

of the profits and urging the Govern- 
ment to reverse its policy and take 
steps against this evil, driven out from 
the States and now refuge in 
Ontario. The Government declared 
that {t would do everything it properly 
and justly could to prevent illegal race 
track gambling within ghe Province. 
Sam Carter said the people of the 
Province of Ontario would never lsten 
to any excuses. If there was race 
track gambling after this they would 
fasten the responsibility on the Gér- 
ernment. He felt optimistic for he 
Delfevéd that with the addition of the 
women to the voters of the province 
this evil as well as ers would be 
cleaned up. Mr. Proudfoot, who moved 
the Liberal’s resolution, demanded 
that the- Government should take 
prompt action, for things were 
carried on in the province which were 
not in the interests of the people.

There is, of course, a great work 
for such an association to do, In 
belligerent countries, where women 
are throwing themselves into the 
work of the nation without question 
asked or terms made, there fa but 
little time and less inclination to dis- 
cuss and cppe with the tremendous 
economic changes which these new 
conditions are likely to effect. The 
northern states, always in the van of 
the women’s movement, have thus a 
unique opportunity for working out 
some of these great problems, which, 
when superficial differences are dis- 
regarded, are found to be much the 
same in all countries. 

Perhaps the .most important sub-} 
ject debated in Stockholm was the | 
xreat question set forth in the! 
phrase, “Equal pay for equal work.” | 
From the very berinning of the war, | 
leaders of the women’s movement 
bave recognized the fundamental 
importance of securing the recogni- 
tion of this idea as practically axio- 
matic. They urged this, of course, 
not only for she sake of the women 
and for that®et the whole idea under-; 
lying the womon’s movement, but for,| 
the sake of the men workers, whose 
entire economic position would be 
menaced if they were, on all occa- 
sions, to be undersold by women in, 
the labar market. 
at Stockholm recognized the matter 
for what itis, namely, an interna- 
tional question, and urged that In- 
ternational action should be taken 
on it. 

The first step requisite to such a 
movement Is, obviously, the collec- 
tion of data, and it is just bere that 
the work of the association may 
prove useful: With sound wisdom, 
it was decided that each country 
should be left free to deal with the

According to the story by Mr. 
Jones, the Lusitania was, in the eyes* 
of the German Admiralty,.the sysa- 
bol of Great Britain’s supremacy on 
the seas, which if sunk would lower 
England's prestige. Spies traveling 
on the vessel had become cunvinced, 
however, that she was too swift to 
be overtaken by submarines and 
would have to be trapped to be de- 
stroyed. These spies had learned that 
it was Captain Turner’s practice on 
approaching the English coast to re- 
celve wireless instructions from the 
British Admiralty as to a safe course 
and the whereabouts of the convoy 
provided for-the Cunarder. 

It was decided to trick the vessel 
off her course by a forged mees2ce, 
but two things were necessary to ac- 
complish this—first, to steal a copy 
of the British Admiralty code, and, 
second, to place x man on board the 
Lusitania who-could intercept the 
real message from the British Ad- 
miralty and substitute for it the one 
sent by German agents at Sayville. 

“How they got the British Admir- 
| alty code has not been made known,” 
Mr, Jones writes. “But they got it 
and they used {t, just as the Germans 
have obtained copies of the. codes 
used by the American State Depart- 
ment and have had copies of the 


* codes used In the American army and 


navy.” 

The German agents also nucceeded 
in placing on board the stcaiship 
the man who substituted the German 
message for the one from the British 
Admiralty, but his identity has never 
been disclosed, according to Mr. 
Jones. Captain Turner may koow, 
but he has asserted that he will wait 
untll the war is over'to teli the full 
story of the tragedy.

Captain Turner, on approaching the! 
British coast, wired for instructions, | 
and received a reply which he 
thought camg from the British au- 
thorities, 

“Captain Turner, carefully decod- 
Ing the message by means of a cipher 
book which be had guarded jealous- 
ly, read orders to proceed to a point 
ten miles south of Old Head of Kin- 
sale and run into St. George's Chan- 
nel, making the bar at Liverpool at 
midnight,” the story goes on, “He 
carefully calculated the distance and 
his running time, and adjusted his 
apeed accordingly, He felt assured, 
because he relied on the assumption 
that the waters over which he was 
sailing were being thoroughly scour- 
ed by English cruisers and swift tor- 
pedo boats in search of German sub- 
marines. 

“The British also recelved bis 
wireless message—just as the Say- 
ville operator bad snatched it from 
the air, and dispatched an answer, 
The order from the head of the Ad- 
miraity directed the English captain 
to proceed to a point some seventy 
or eighty miles south of Old Head of 
Kinsale and there meet hig convoy, 
which would guard him om the way 
to port. Dut Captain Turner never 
xot the message, and the British con- 
voy waited in vain for the Lusitania. 

“The Lusitania beaded northeast, 
going far away from the vessels that 
would have protected her. ‘Swiftly 
she slipped thtoush the waves on the 
‘afternoon of May 7.  Unsuspecting, 
the ship moved directly toward cer- 
tain death. The proud, swift liner 
steered straight between two subma- 
rines, lying in walt.

Footpads and Highwaymen Also Once 
Infested Royal Grounds, 

The announcement that parts of 

the Royal parks are to be set aside 


for corn’. and vegetable growing] 


marks a-notable era in the history of 
England's famous pleasure grounds 
which are royal in more senses than 
one, for in almost every case they 
were originally planned and set out 
by kings. 

At the time of the Roman con- 


quest of Britain and for some cen- 
turles later, Hyde Park was part of, 
a@ great forest in which dwelt wild 
boars, wolves, and deer, It took its 





name from the Manor of Hyde, to 
which it belonged in “Saxon times, 
explains Pearson’s Weekly. Later 


it fell into the hands of the Church, 
but Henry VIII. took it from the 
monks and made it his private hunt- 
ing-ground. The last time royalty 
hunted in the park was in the reign 
of George III. 

Queen Caroline, the wife of George

thrive so well as girls, for the wast- 
ing diseases of early infancy carry 


off fifty boys for every forty-one 
girls. 

As soon as the infectious diseases 
begin their attacks boys yield to 


them far more readily than girls, 
with the single exception of whoop- 
fog-cough. Tuberculosis diseases, 
convulsions, intestinal troubles, 
bronchitis and pneumonia and other 
| maladies all kill more boy than girl 
|} infants in their ‘first year. The &g- 
/ ures are surprising. 

All though life the death rate 
among males than among females— 
no fewer than fifteen men die of tub- 
erculosis diseases to eleven women, 
twelve from pneumonia to cight 
women, five from typhoid fever to 
three women, eight from appendi- 
citis to six women, and so on.

The 
story, as it is told, however, has va- 
riety enough and romance enough. 
The coming of Ivan Divinovitch, of 
“Prusso-Lituuanian princely” stock, 
to Méscow, in the early days of the 
Thirteenth Century, is the beginning 
of it, at any rate, as far as the facts 
are chronicled. The first great way- 
mark indicating the sure approach of 
the family to power is when Anas- 
tasia, a daughter of the boyar Roman 
Yurievitch, the sixth in descent from 
Ivan, is married to Ivan the Terrible 
in 1547. Thenceforward the family 
took the name of Romanoff, and, 
amidst the almost unbellevable chaos 
which marked the closing years of 
the Sixteenth Century in Russia, the 
Romanoffs figured: prominently, The 
weak Tsar Feodar had left no heir, 
but ho left the mystery of his bro- 
ther Demetrius, who was supposed 
to have disappeared years’ before, 
and the first decade of the Seven- 
teenth Century found Russia filled 
with Impostors who claimed to be 
Demetrius, and one of them, whe 
had the support of the Poles and the 
Jesuits, was ultimately crowned at 
Moscow. Upheavals and depositions 
followed fast upon one another until, 
at last, Sigismund of Poland seized 


upon the Idea of. securing the Rus-! 


sian crown fo- himself, He gave out! 


that he desired the crown for his{ 


son, and, when this arrangement hat")

sent an army to Moscow, disclosing 
hig real Intentions only when bis’ 
troops were well Ins‘alled in the 
city. The Russians, however, rose in 
open revolt. They took Michael, the 
young son of the Archimandrite Feo- 
dar Romanoff, whom Sigismund had 
held a prisoner many years fn Po- 
land, and placed him on the throne. 
That was in 1613, and the Roman- 
offs bave ruled Russia ever since, 
Amongst the many Emperors and 
Empresses which the house has 
xiven to Russia, Peter the Great, who 
reigned from 1672 to 1725, stood 
head and shoulders above his peers, 
and he has been a model for every- 
suceeeding Romanoff Tsar. Peter 
was, however, a great contrast to 
every member of his house, and the 
explanation, as it were, of the house 
of Romanoff is summed up in that 
difference. None of the Romanoffs, 
except Peter, have been either great 
statesmen or great soldiers. A con- 
sequence of this has ever been that 
the army and the state have always 
becn Ip the hands of “great men,” 
It was quite In vain that the Tsars, 
in order to maintain their own pres- 
tige, passed over Rugsian claimants 
to power, and chose forelgners for 
their favorites, generals, and minis- 
ters, for no Romanoff Tsar ever falt 
“utterly secure’ on his throne. Even! 
Peter the Great had thoughts of -re- 
maining abroad and never returning 
own country, The Empress 
Elizabeth, very uneasy about the In-

The abdication 
of the Tsar Nicholas was a political 
incident of a very different order, 
and whether it means the end of the 
Romanoffs regnant or not, it certaln- 
ly means the end of what the Rom- 
anoffs have stood for during more 
than 200 years.

A copy of an order by Field Mar- 
shal vou Hindenburg, which has 
come into British posseaslon, con- 
tains the following. striking  pass- 
nges: ‘‘The operations at Verdun In 
October and December are a serious 
and regrettable reverse. Officers are 
to be under continual supervision 
and inspection, and incapable onos 
are to be ruthlessly removed. The 
number of prisoners (which is unus- 
ually large for German troops), come 
of whom evidently surrendered wath- 
out offering serious resistance and 
without suffering heavy losses, shows 
that the morale of some of the troops. 
was low. The reasons for this require. 
most careful investigation. The old 
spirit of the German’ infantry must 
be revived by means of truining and 
strictest drill, as well as by educat- 
ing and instructing the men. It isa 
matter of vital Importance to our 
army that the proper steps be taken.”

ana tne packers swear inat its a 
good price. “Perhaps it, Is a good 
price compared with the six cents a 
pound I brought before the war, but 
it isn’t such a much even at that. 
When you consider that the farmer 
raises me, feeds me, tends me, 
nurses me—does all the hard work 
for me—and that*the packer simply 
buys me, kills me, cures me and 
sells me, why I ask, should the farm- 
er get ten cents a pound and the 
packer get forty cents a pound for 
his bacon? Why all that spread be- 
tween pork on the hoof and bacon 
in the pan? 

And who gets it? I must confess 
that {t makes me hot when 1 think 
that I, the mortgage lifter, can be 
Yalbed at such a small sum as ten 
cents a pound, while my dead self Is 
worth thirty cents a pound more 
simply because the Borden Govern- 
ment’s friends do the handling. 
When I compare ten cents a pound 
with forty cents a pound I often ask 
which {s the greater hog, myself or 
the packer? 

The Horse: I see my finish. 
They're talking of tractors for the 
farm. May I never Ilve to see them! 
However, there's one thing that may 
stave off the evil day—the tractor is 
no fertilizer. 1 must admit that I 
saw a ray of hope when the war 
started. The horses young Mr, Fos- 
ter bought for the Borden*Govern- 
ment.down in Nova Scotia enceur- 
aged me to believe that I might be 
called on to serve my country some- 
where.In France. But when 1 came 
to think it over I saw that I wasn’t 
old enough for the jo%. I am sound 
in wind and limb, and still sprightly. 
I judge from the horses they bought 
in Nova Scotia that only those with 
no tecth and a serious disposition 
need apply. It's true they painted 


norses down In Peel County to get 
them Into the army, but even at that 
I don't think [I could make up to 
look old enough. I have no gift that 
way. 

The Potato: Don’t blame me. Let 
the Borden Government do it. They 
have thelr War Measures Act. Let 
them use it. Two million bushels 
surplus, and people starving for 
potatoes In one province, while the 
potatoes rot in another. A little In- 
telligent foresight on the part of a 
government that has a War Meas- 
ures Act to operate under and 2 Rail: 
way Commission to order the rail 
ways about, would soon remedy that. 
I repeat [t—don't blame me. If 


potatoes are five ddilars a bag in On-, 


tario and are going begging in New 
Brunswick blame the mullet-heads 
at Oltawa who are too busy provid- 
ing chances for their profiteering 
friends to get rich to attend to a Tit- 
tle matter like proper distribution of 
the food products of the country.

‘I think it 
would be cheaper and altogether 
more satisfactory for the consumer 
to cat the apples grown, so to speak, 
at his own door, instead of bringing 
them from thousands of miles dis- 
tant, but apparently the Borden Gov- 
ernment doesn’t see it that way. 

The Wheat: Don'ttalk tome, 1 
did it once in 1915, Gave ‘em a 
bumper crop and then had to band it 
over to the elevator combine, 
Couldn’t get the railways to move it. 
Government wouldn't let me set an 
extra ten cents a bushel by means of 
nafree exchange with the United 
States, so I bad to take the price of- 
fered by the milling interest or rot. 
This market barred—tbat market 
barred. What am I to do about it. 
Why even this year they won't help 
me to get $1.70 a bushel from the 
British Government. Never again! 
They landed me-on false pretences 
in 1915. They'll have to show me

as in Russia argues a certain ability 
to deal with men, apart from a thor- 
ough . acquaintance with political 
theorles. It is said .o have been 
largely due to Millukof that the 
Duma was more and more influenced 
by British and American thinkers, 

In appearance ho Js a stocky man, 
Swedish rather than Russian in fea- 
ture, with blond grey hair brushed 
stiMly back, and a nilitary mous- 
tache. He looks more like an alert 
business man than a political dream- 
er. <A few years ago he was regard- 
ed as a sort of Nibilist, and served a 
prisan sentence for expressing views 
that were then considered revolution 
ary, but which since then he has fre- 
quently reiterated In the Duma. He 
was for a time professor of history 
in the University of Moscow, and 
throughout Russia as well as abroad, 
is recognized as one of the greatest 
of authorities upon this subject. 
Prof. Miliukof! has been regarded 
also as an authority upon Bulgarian 
affairs, and is a warm admirer of 
the Bulgarians. 

When he was chosen a member of 
the Carnegie Commission which in- 
vestigated the Balkan War atrocities 
his known sympathy for the Bulgar- 
, fans made him unacceptable to the 
‘Serbs, whose Premier refused ‘to re- 
ceive him when he went to Belgrade 
in search of information. He was 
also hated in Greece, ant, one recalls 
that with regard tothe horrible atro- 
citles committed in the second Bal- 
kan War the Grecks were found to 
have beta the most frightful offend- 
ers, Bulgaria's adhesion to Germany 
in the present struggle Miliukoff re- 
gards as a baSe betrayal’ of the real 
interests of the Bulgarian people, 
whose future he believes to be bound 
up with that of Russia. Naturally 
enough he is not »ro-Bulgarian now, 
and jis reported to have a deep and 
abiding hatred for Prussianism, 
Those who know him assert that 
there is not to be found in Russla a 
leader more determined to continue 
the war until the might of the Hoh- 
enzollern is humbled in the dust, 

In Jater years Prof. Millukoff has 
been ¥nown asthe editor—of the 
Ryetcb, the most liberal of Petrograd 
|papers. It is true that he was not 
the nominal editor, for in Russia edi- 
tors of liberal Russian journals are 
chosen with a view of their belog 
able, without serious inconvenience 
to thie papers, to spend periods in 
jail, when -the censorship demanded 
a victim. For iaany years he has been 
regarded as 2 spurce of danger to 
Russian bureaucracy, and when in 
1908 he visited the United States for 
‘a few days and delivered a notable 
speech at Carnegie Hall before the 
Civic Forum he was officially warned 
to keep careful record of what he 
said, if he wished to avoid a jail sen- 
tence on his return. At that ime 


the Russian Embassy sent a hint to; 


the White House that the Russian 
Government would not consider it 


friendly act if any particular atten-* 


tion was paid to Miliukoff, It Is 
some indication of the growing 
power of liberal ideas in Russia, and 
of the weakening of the autocratic 
clique that Miliukoff, recognized as 
an enemy, could become eminent as 
an editor and asa “eader in ~ the 
Duma and -yet escape punishment.

PROF. HAECKEL CHANGES HIS OPINION 


Prof. Haeckel, of Jena University, ° has | 
hitherto had many admirers among the Eng- 
lish speaking peoples, who always pinned their 
faith to him asa marvellous investigator of the 
origin of life, but great as may be his achieve- 
ments along these lines, he manifestly is weak 
in investigation along the line of the origin of 
truth so far as the Allies are concerned. He 
bemoans the advent of the United States into 
the war as another evidence of England's vil- 
lainy and maintains that England against -all 
right and reason “is now succeeding in hér de- 
sign of setting the whole world against us.”) He 
hails Hindenburg, Ludendorff and Tirpitz as 
‘the three national heroes of Germany. and he 
joins with-them in shouting “Down with Eng- 
Jand at any price,” and then advocating an ex- 
panded policy of frightfulness, says: — 

“Only when our U-boats have succeeded 
in breaking and bringing England to her 
knees shall we get the peace desired by Ger- 
many. I have known England for fifty years 
and England is rightly called ‘the destroyer 
of peoples.’ ” 

Once upon a time, however, Prof. Haeckel 
travelled in the Orient, but then he régarded 
British rule and enterprise in the world with 
altogether different eyes. The New York Tri- 
bune, commenting upon this latest outbreak by 
‘Prof. Haéckel says: z 
é It would be unreasonable to suppose 

that he ‘could remember everything he has 
written. But it is curious to recaH that after 
making a tour through the British colonies 
he was indignant with his-fellow-country- 
men who were too prejudiced to see that the 
British Empire was by no means a menace. 
_ In those days he thought the British 
policy in Egypt was above criticism and 
' “ought to be hailed with satisfaction allke 
.on the grounds of common humanity and on 
those of national political action.” Indeed, 
_as empire builders he believed those whom 
“he now calls “‘the destroyer of peoples” to be 
+ “yndoubtedly gifted beyond any other na-

The soll {s the workshop in which 
is found many of the constitifents 
which go to make up plant food. 
These footis .nust be so treated that 
| they will be In such a condition that 

they may be readily taken up by the 
slender rootlets of the plant so that 
, the Jlant will thrive and mature. 

if possible add some manure to 
your soll/and work it up well‘before 
planting time, This manure may be 
obtained possibl. from various 
sources close to your home; livery 
stables or firms dealing entirely with 
manure would be willing to supply 
it at a reasonable rate. On heavy 
soils it is particularly recommended 
that heavy applications be made in 
order that the soll will be of a much 
finer condition so that it will retain 
a large quantity of plant food. Many 
of the garden soils will bo benefited 
by the application of Mme. This 
may be secured from various sources 
such as tho contractor and builder, 
me and cement dealers, and may be 
in- the form of fresh Ume or even 
slaked lime. This Ime should be 
scattered over the surface of the soll 
after tho digging has taken place, 
and a sufficient amount“should be 
appiled to make the surface of the 
ground fairly white. This should be 
gently raked into the soil just pre- 
vious to the planting of the seed. 

DIGGING. It {s necessary in all 
gardens that the-.soll be turned over 
at one time or another during the 
early spring In order that it may be- 
come dry and fined. We find that 
many of the troubles of the back- 
yard gardens are caused by digging 
the soil too early in the spring. One 
of the easiest ways to tell when the 
soll Is ready for digging is to gather 
a handful and press the fingers over 
it, If the soll in the hand sets la a 
somewhat compact mass the time Is 
not far enough advanced for :om- 
mencing digging. If, however, the 
soil falls apart into several small 
parts we may rest azsured that it ts 
perfectly safo-to dig. 

TOOLS. , It is unnecessary for the 
backyard gardener to purchase many 
| tools for this first garden. Thos’. who 

have been growing vegetables In 
| their backyard for a number of years 
| gradually ‘add to their supply until | 
| after three or four years they have | 
accumulated many special tools 
which are suited for particular oper- 
ations in the garden. Complaints | 
are sometimes heard that the expense ! 
Becessary to commence a backyard 
“garden is very great. Many very 
good backyard gardens have been 
made and excellent harvests obtain- 
ed with very few and comparatively 
inexpensive tools. A digging fork or 
spade, a rake, and a hoe are about 
all the tools essential at the outset, 
and these are inexpensive, 

{ PLANTING OF SEEDS, When it 
has.been determined that the soi! is 
suitable for digging and the weather 
is nice and warm, it is necessary that 
the seeds be planted in the garden, 
As fine a surface as possible should 
be secured, so that the Iittle seeds 
will quickly germinate and grow. To { 
sow the seeds quickly, evenly, and 
thinly requires considerable practice 
and care, The row may be made 
straight by stretching fairly ght a 
pigce of string from one portion of 
the garden to another and using this 
as a guide for making the trenches or 
drills for placing the seeds in. After 
the seeds have been dropped In they 
should at once be covered with soil 
by gently drawing somé of the loose 
surface soil In over the seeds with a 
plece of stick or with the hands, This 
soil should, however, not be heaped 
up over the row but should be placed 
evenly with the rest of the garden 
sojl and packed down. 

THINNING. Backyard gardeners 
should not attempt to grow immense 
quantities at first. It is necessary 
to plant sufficient seed to secure a 
good crop of plants, the more slender 
plants being thinned out soon after 
they are above ground £o as to assure 
reasonable room for a good crop of 
healthier plants. The ™ thinsing 
should be commenced when the; 
plants are {rom one to two inches in 
height and should mot be left smtit 
the plants ‘have become long and 
slender, because if they are left one 
plant simply tries to smother another 
one out; whereas, if they are thin- 
ned to the proper distance they will 
have room to grow to their required 
size of maturity. 

TRANSPLANTING, The . city 
dweller will find it almost impossible 
to grow plants of first-class quality 
of such vegetables as tomatoca, 
celery, or cabbages unless he has 
other appliances such as a hot-bed, | 
which enables him to start the seeds ' 
very early in the spring and some 
time before they could have been 
plantct! out In the garden, In order 
that he may secure early crops. It 1s 
good practice for him™to purchase

FORTY THOUSAND GERMANS FALL IN COUNTER ATTACK 


LONDON, April 18.—Determined pounding on the German 
'“fortified zzone” between Solfsons and Rheims: today brought 
the French armies under Gen. Nivelle the most significant vic- 
|tories the have yet-won in the great offensive launched on Mon- 
day. The entire Hindenburg line was bulged back from Vailly, 
which the French hold in its entirety, to Courtecon, where they 
are established on the outskirts of the village. 
‘ The penetration of the German front in, this sector in pla- 
ces reaches a depth of nearly four miles, and 2 significant break 
down of the German morale is noted in The Paris Bulletin, 


which says: 


“Under the energetic pressure of our infantry and the mur- 
derous action of our cannon the enemy fell back in disorder, a- 
bandoning important material and leaving in our hands his 
supply depots. A single one of our,regiments took three hun- 
dred prisoners belonging to seven different regiments. We cap- 
tured nineteen cannon, of which five were siege guns.” 

Thus far since the beginning of the battle, more than 17,000 
unwounded German prisoners have been brought to the rear of 
the French lines, and 75 cannon have been counted. 

The brilliant French victory today considerably reduces the 
Laon salient and bring the French nearer to Laon itself than 
the British are to Douai. The fall of either’of these towns in 
the future would mean complete disaster to the Germans and 
their expulsion from French soil. Nivelle’s men are well onto

If the average German had been told 
on the first day of August, 1914 that an army 
composed of farmers, . tradesmen and shop-

Marcelle Semmet Kecelves Honors| Odd 


* “rom French Authorities. 


Marcelle Semmer, a young woman} 


of twenty-one years, of all the devot- 
ed courageous members of her sex, is 
the only one to have been Jointly de- 
corated with the Legion of Honor; 
andthe Croix de Guerre. She is as 
well the only wo in France to 


wear the former.» At present she is! 
acting as.a nurse or “infirmiere’ In 
a hospital in Paris, The daughter 
of an Alsatian she lived in a village 
on the Somme, with her three #ro- 
thers, her nts being dead. Here 
clean, sane existence, One brother 
has given his life for France, an- 
other -{s convalescing from a 
wound received before Verdun, and 
the third is in the army at Salonica. 

During the German invasion of 
1914 the French endeavored to stop 
the enemy at Marcelle Semmer’s 
native village on the Somme, but 
being in greatly inferior numbers 
retreated across the river and an ad-; 
jotning canal under heavy fire. Most 
of the inhabitants went with them; 
but-Marcelle Semmier refused, be- 
cause she had taken it upon herself 
to look after two aged women who 
were physically unabie to leave thelr 
native hearths. 

After the French had crossed the 
canal, she opened wide the gates con- 
necting it with tho river, flooded the 
lowland between, locked the gates In 
position, and threw the keys into 
the canal> She did this under heavy 
fire from German batteries to the. 
rear. Her herole act retarded for full 
twenty-four hours the advarite of a 
fall German army corps, the time 
necessary,to construct a pontoon 
bridge over the wide space occupied 
by the river, the canal, and the 
flooded land between. 

When after the delay imposed 
upon them by the courage of a 
single peasant woman of France, the‘ 
Germans entered the village, they ar- 
rested the mayor and several aged 
citizens as hostages after requisi-| 
tioning all the food and supplies 
available. But: Marcelle Semmer, 
who had taken refuge in a cellar with 
her two aged charges ‘and several 
other enfeebled people, uscd to sally 
forth at night and forage for them. 
During these nocturnal joGfneys she 
found seven wounded French asol- 
dlers, whom. she cared for in the 
cellar, She also aided sixteen French 
soldiers to pass the German pickets 
and escape to their own lines. 

On the ninth night she was caught 
and condemned to death. Next morn- 
Ing, as she was being led to 2 wall 
against which’she was to be shot, 2 
Salvo of shells killed four of her 
would-be executioners, and the rest 
fled. But she stayed on and cared 
for her charges, ‘ 

One day while succoring a: wount- 
ed soldicr she received a slight 
For many 
months she continued her devotion, 
long, after December 14, 1914, whe: 
abe was decorated with the Cross of 
the Legion and the Cross of War.

When 
did General Haig make <= reference 
to those creatures that jnspired his 
countryman to write his most im- 
mortal lihes, namely, those in which 
the words; “O, wad nome power the 
giftie gle us” occur? There are no 
War Office bulletins about the trench 
rats, nor about the mud, nor about 
the cold, nor the deadly monotony. 
Yet to the common soldier these 
things are war; the race over the 
parapet is the mere , interlude. 
Therefore, if the dog has ‘been ne- 
glected, it Js not because he is ‘not 
playing a great part. In various 
newspapers we find stories of what 
particular dogs have done and are 
dong, and occasionally a comprehen- 
sive survey of the military possibil- 
ities of man’s best friend. For in- 
stance, the editor of L’Eleveur, of 
Paris, happens co be a dog fancier. 


He is M. Megnin, and was interested | 


in dogs long before the war. 

In fact, he had the first French 
war-dog. She was an Airedale bitch, 
and was trained for war purposes un- 
der the direction of M. Megnin after 
he had seen now the Germans were 
developing their police dogs for the 
work. It was several years ago since 
he trained her, and he sought, with 
small encouragement, to interest the 
French Government in his work and 
point out its great possibilities. Since 
the war began, however, M. Megnin 
has been more successful. He has 
been Chief of the War Dog’s Service 
of the Seventh Army, and has had 
under his supervision hundreds of 
dogs of many breeds. Writing on the 
subject, he expresses surprise that 
the English, who know. dogs better 
and breed them better than any other 
people on the face of the earth, 
should have, as a nation, failed to 
realize what dogs can be taught to,do 
of military service to their country. 
The truth is that the English breeder 
rather despises trick dogs. British 
dogs are, as a rule, specialists. Prob- 
ably in not one kenne: out of five isa 
single dog taught to retrieve a, stick. 
The French, as a matter of fact, are 
better trainers, for they have not 
held, as the English have, that it is 
rather degrading a pure-bred dog to 
teach him any fancy stunts. 

The Germans entered the war with 
hundreds of dogs trained to nerform 
various services. They had the dogs 
that did what the St. Bernards used 
to do, namely, bunt out perishing 
men, and bring thelr friends to them. 
They had also scouting dogs, and 
dogs that would growl or bristle at 
the approach of a stranger. They 
had dogs that would recognize an 
enemy, by what means we do not 
know, but maybe by his uniform, and 
seize him if the opportunity arose, 
In the matter of training their dogs 
for war the Germans, as usual, led. 
France, however, copled very quick- 
ly, The Belgians, always animal- 
lovers, had made use for years of the 
dogs that dragged their rapid-fire 
guns in time of war as they dragged 
their: milk wagons in time of peace. 
it was not Jong before both Belgians 
and French had established a dog 
service in the army quite, equal to 
that of the Germans, 

A dog at a listening post, whose 
business it ts to give warning of the 
approach of an enemy, has been 
taught to do so not by barking or 
even by growling, but merely by 
pricking his ears or scratching gn 
the ground. i 

He has been taught to cross 
ground that is belng swept by shell 
and bullet carrying despatches, to 
continue even after he has been 
wounded, He ‘has been taught, in 
some cases, to distinguish between 
an offensive and a defensive, to 
know when to hurl himself upon an 
enemy patrol, and when fo lie close 
te the ground to let the Bosche pass. 


English Airedale, at’ his master’s bid- 
ding, seized a bomb that had fallen 
in a trench and rushed with it into 
the open. The dog was blown: to 
pieces, but the lives of a dozen men 
were saved. They are taught to 
work sometimes for two days and 
two nights without rest, They are 
taught to ignore the trench rats, a 
particularly hard job to teach a ter- 
rier, and to make no sign whatever 
unless a German approaches, They 
can see and hear further than a man, 
and at night they have frustrated 
scores of surprise attacks. Their 
services in the past couple of years 
of trench warfare have been invalu- 
able, and we are glad to learn that 
on more than one occasion particular 
dogs have been mentioned in official 
French despatches, and have even 
been decorated. .

The Speed of Birds. 


According to Mr. C, A, Mitchell, 
the speed of birds is often greatly. 
overrated. The swift, for instance, 
has been credited with a speed of one 
hundred and fifty miles an hour, and 
the popular imagination compares 
the fight of a sparrow-hawk with 
that of a cannon-ball! Independent 
of aid from the wind, Mr. Mitchell 
thinks forty miles an hour {s about 
the full speed of a good pigeon flying 
a long distance. -The homing pigeon 
can be relled on under fairly easy 
conditions to make sixty miles an 
hour, or considerably more. On a 
short course a sparrow-hawk can 
outfy a homer; but the sparrow- 
bawk frequently fails to catch small- 
er birds that form Its prey.

SMOLDERING BATTLE 
“OF ARRAS HAS BURST 
INTO FLAMING FURY 


: With the British Army in France, via London,. April 23.— 
The battle of Arras, which has been smoldering for a week past, 
burst into flaming fury @gain today, and is still raging tonight, 
with some‘of the heaviest fighting of the war in progress. 

The sky is alight for miles ‘with the flashes of the guns, with 
star shells that spread a moonlight paleness over the battle: 
eld and with vari-colored rockets, which flash signals to the op- 
posing artillery. The cold east wind carries the echoes of the 
reverberating cannonade far back of the British lines. 

The fighting today covered approximately an elght mile 
front, from south of Vimy Ridge to a point well below Croisil- 
les, At the north end of the attack the British swept over the 
German fixed positions running about due south from Lens and 
captured long sections.of German positions in front of the Hin- 
denburg lines and a great number of prisoners. 

More than 1,200 prisoners were counted in this sector late 
today, and others were still coming in. The largest number of 
prisoners was from the 141st Pomeranians, who surrendered in 
hundreds after very brief resistance. A battery of field guns was 
also-taken.

LOST IN AIR FIGHTS 


British Royal Flying Corps Establishes New Record for One 
Day by Bringing Down So Many Enemy Machines, While 
Only Two British Planes are Missing—Trains Carrying Re- 
inforcements, and Transport: Columus Bombed and Disor- 
ganised by British Airmen. 





With the British Armies in France, via London, April 24.— 
The intensely bitter ground fighting of the past two days has 
been reflected in the air, and the British Royal Flying Corps yes- 
terday established a new record by bringing down forty German 
machines, Fifteen of these were actually seen to crash, while 
twenty-five collapsed or fell in spinning nose dives, completely 
out of control. The fights took place 15,000 feet in the air, from 
which distance it is barely possible to see the ground, and wholly 
impossible to see an adversary crash unless the pilot deliberate- 
ly follows down. Such a course is not feasible where the. fight- 
ing has taken on the character of a general melee, as is nowa- 
days often the case.

: Belleville, April 23, 1917. 
Editor Ontario.— 

Permit me to write a brief letter 
concerning the fire, which destroyed 
Massey Hall. 

First-—-1 want to thank the public 
who co kindly helped on the night 
of tho fire and who did.everything 
possible to contribute to the safety 
and corfort, of our students and 
teachers. The firemen did herolc 
service and are deserving of special 
prafse, Through their labour, the 
main building was saved. Thanks 
to the press for its full and sympa- 
thetic report. 

Second—This loss, while incon- 
veniencing us in our work, does not 
interfere with it. We ¢k to the 
classrooms that e us before 
Massey Hall was ia ssrooms 
in wi'ch Mr. Justice Clute, The Hon. 
T. (W. Crothers, Dr. F. W. Merchant 
and other distinguished sons sat. 
The war has 8* seriously affected our 
attendance that these classrooms are 
large enough for gur present needs. 
All the classes ard meeting today so 
that our work !s going on as usual. 
I should be glad if this fact would 
be given as wide a publication as pos- 
sible. I received a letter this morn- 
ing saying that the writer had heard 
“that Albert College would soon 
close." My reply to him was that 
“Albert College’ never bade fairer to 
go on and do Its work efficiently than 
it does today. While our loss is 
great, we are glad to state that our 
books and valuable papers were in 
the safe and thus escaped the fire.”

A tra- 
veler of 80 years ago wrote that “at 
every,second step I saw something 
to recall Spain to my recollection— 
the wide entries and broad stairs of 
Cadiz and Malaga,” but a more re-" 
cent visitor, M. B. Blake, found few 
relics of the past, “only nunneries ;

west that once traded with all the 
world and rang with the wit and 
oaths and commerce of French and 
Spanish captains." There is still to 
be seen Lynch Castle, with its sculp- 
tured monkeys, from the window of 
Lynch Fitzstephen, 
mayor of Galway in 1492, hanged his 
own son with bis own hands, for the 
treacherous murder of a Spanish} 
nobleman on account of jealousy. H 

Some three-score years ago the 
plan of establishing a transatlantic 
line between Galway and New York 
was projected, and came so near to 
realization that at lest one ship 
made the voyage, only to finish dis- 
astrously on the rocks at the en- 
trance to the harbor, while another 
ship destined for that route was 
burned on the American side. There 
were ugly rumors afloat at the time 
that the pilots who took the first 
ship In had been bribed by rival in- 
terests to work her destruction. 
However that niay be, for many 
years thereafter there was a super- 
stition in Galway that an evil zenius 
was on the lookout to prevent the 
perfection of this plan. ~ 

But evil genii and superstitions 
are being blown away by the great 
European war, and Galway is arous- 
ed to the Importance of taking her 
stand in the commercial high-noon,of 
the twentieth century, though per- 
haps without anticipating that degree 
of prosperity which in the olden 
time gave birth to such luxury as to 
shock the city council into ordaining: 

“No young man, prentiz or other- 
wise, shall weare ne gorgious ap- 
parel, ne silks, either within or with- 
out ther garments, ne yet fyne knit 
stockings, elther of silk or other 
costly wise aor “pant wifles’’-——pan- 
toufles), but be content with 
showse.”

| Why the Call to Canada is So Urgent | 


If this.country does not raise a big crop this year, not only 
will the people of Canada suffer, but the Motherand and her 
Allies will suffer, and their military power will be weakened if 
not paralyzed. Therefore, the right solution of the present war 
problem comes back to the farm, as to a foindation upon which 
our whole national and international structure must be built and 
maintained. : 

The farmers know that they are the last reserve, and that 
the soil on which crops are grown is the strategic ground on 
which wars are decided. To their care is entrusted the base of 
supplies. .

To enable the farm to do the work two factors are essential. The 
first is Time. Whatever we are to do must be done at once. Nature 
waits fér no man. The second is Labor. Many farmers cannot plant 
the acres they would because they cannot get the necessary help. 
Many are afraid to increase their acreage because they fear they 
would not be able to cultivate and harvest an unusual crop after they 
had raised it. If they are tq do the work that is essential for them to 
do, the last man in each city, town and village must be mobilized at 
once. ’ f x 


Every man not on Active Service can help. In evtry eity, 
town and vilage are men who, by their training on the farm, or 
by their present occupation, can readily adapt themselves to 
farm work. These can render no greater service to the Empire 
at the present time than by answering the call of thefarm. Cap- 
able men and boys willing to learn should not allow their lack

So short is the world’s food supply that without incregsed 
production many in Canada must go hungry, and even with enor- 
mously increased production we cannot expect cheap-food. The 


_world is waiting for our harvest. 


If peace should be declared within a year, the food conditions 
will be no better, for the accumulated hunger of the Central Em- 
pires must be met. This will absorb a large part of the world’s 
supply. 

We do not know when this war shall cease. It is endless—iis 
lengthening out has paralyzed the thought and conception of all 
men who thought about it and its possible time of conclusion. * 
Three months—six months, we said ; nine months, a year, w 
said; and yet two years and eight months have passcd their long. 
dreary, and sanguinary length, and there is no man who can tell 
how long this gigantic struggle may yet last. 

Lloyd George, in a letter addressed to farmers throughout the 
Empire, said : E 
“The line which the British Empire holds against 

“the Germans is held by those who WORK ON THE 
_“LAND as well as by those*who fight on land and sea. If 
— “it breaks at any point it breaks everywhere. In the face 

“fof the enemy the seamen of our Royal. naval and mer- 
“cantile marine and the soldiers gathered from every part 
“of our Empire hold our line firstly. You workers on land 
“mast hold your part of our line as strongly. Every full 
“day’s labor you do helps to shorten the struggle and 
“brings us nearer victory. Every idle day, all loitering, 
“lengthens the straggle.aid makes defeat more possible: 
“Therefore, in the nation’s honor, heed! Acquit your- 
“selves like men, and as workers on land do your daty 
“with all your strength!” 

So, for the honor of Canada’s soldiers in France—and for 
the glory of our New-born Nationhood—let it be said of Ontario’s 
citizens that,-in the hour of our greatest need, their response was 
worthy of their sons. : : 

We owe a great debt to those who are fighting for us.

Only 
about 500 tons were obtained from 
plantations on the Malay peninsula 
and the islands of the East Indles.
